Journed. and hereby adjourns this Our ſaid current Parliament from the {aid 
fourth dy of July inſtantio the thirteenth day ot Azgui?? next to come. 
And do herebv Order and Require all the Members of Our {aid Parliament 
to attend at Eainbureh the (aid thirteenth day of Ar»guſt nexttocr me, in the 
uſual wav, and under the Certifications contained in the ſeveral Ats of Par- 
liamenr made thereanent. OUR-WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge 
you ſtriftly, and Command, thit incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, y+ paſs 
to the Mercat-Crols of Bdinbure h. and to the Viercat-Crofles of the remanent 
Head- Burghs of the leveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and 
there in Our Name and Authority, by open Proclhmation, make Intimation 
that Our ſaid Parliament is adjourned from the (aid fourth day of Tal; to rhe 
ſaid thirteenth day of Azg»ſi next to come, and Ordains theſe Preſcnts to be 
Printed.
